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One percent fee dropped on federally 
guaranteed student loans :

The amount of money California 
students and parents pay in fees to take 
out guaranteed federal student loans 
will drop by an estimated $16 million 
during the next academic year. 

The nationwide decline in student 
loan defaults coupled with the strong 
financial position of the California Stu- 
dent Aid Commission reserve fund has 
allowed the agency to announce that 
beginning in July 1996, it will be drop- 
ping the one percent insurance pre- 

_ mium fee borrowers pay on every fed- 
erally guaranteed student loan issued 
in California. 

“This new reduction is across the 
board on all our loans, and therate 
(charged for insurance) goes down to 
zero,” said Jon Shaver, Executive Di- 
rector for the commission which is 
responsible for guaranteeing all fed- 
eral student loans in California, “We 
are committed to making education 
more accessible and affordable for 
California families, and saving parents 
and students $16 million in fees is 
another step that delivers on that com- 
mitment.” 

The Student Aid Commission an- 
ticipates that California students and 
parents will borrow $1.6 billion in fed- 


eral student loans, guaranteed by the 
commission. this coming year. This 
represents a 15 percent increase in the 
number of student loans made in Cali- 
fornia last year and a 100 percent in- 
crease over the number of student loans 
made 5 years ago. 

The loans affected include the fed- 
eral Stafford loans to students and the 
federal Plus loans that are made to 
parents of students. 

Shaver said the commission intends 
to keep the fee at 0 percent through the 
1997-98 academic year, based on 
present financial projections. 

An example of what this means in 
savings to California students and par- 
ents on guaranteed loans is that on a 
loan of $3,000, the one percent reduc- 


‘tion will mean the students pay back 


$30 less on a loan for the 1996-97 
academic year than they would have 
paid back onaloan forthe same amount 
for the 1995-96 academic year. 

As the size of the loan grows so does 
the size of the savings. On a $6,000 
loan the savings would be $60. 

“Everyone knows the cost of a col- 
lege education is goingup,” Shaver 
said. “ Reducing the cost of getting a 
loan is one way to put more money in 
the pockets of students and parents in 
an effort to hedge against some of the 
other costs. students are facing.” 


Gerth accused of 


politics on public time 
CSU presidents discuss opposition to CCRI

Claims have been made by Ward 
Connerly, a Sacramento business- 
manand University of California Re- 
gent who also chairs the Proposition 
209 campaign, that Sacramento State 
President Donald Gerth may have 
inappropriately used state time and 
resources to engage in political ac- 
tivities. 

The claim By. Connerly centers 
around a memo Gerth sent to Aca- 
demic Senate Chairman Michael 
Fitzgerald on July 8, reiterating his 
commitment to maintaining a diverse 
student body and staff. 

Connerly said in Saturday’s Sac- 
ramento Bee that Gerth had a right to 
take a position opposing Prop. 209 as 
a private citizen. 

“But when he uses CSU station- 
ery it is not as a private citizen.” 

Connerly said that he was not 
accusing Gerth of breaking the law, 
but he said the CSU presidents were 
creating a ‘perception problem,” by 
using their rank and emblems to op- 
pose Prop. 209. 

Gerth said the CSU general 
counsel’s office has told him that 


there was nothing improper abouthis 
position or memo. 

All of the 22 California State Uni- 
versity presidents have been discuss- 
ing jointly opposing Prop. 209 the 
anti-affirmative action proposal on 
the November Ballot. 

Known as the California Civil 
Rights Initiative, the main thrust of 
Prop.209 is stated in one sentence of 
the. initiative. “Neither the state-of 
California or any of it’s political sub- 
divisions or agents shall use race, 
color, ethnicity or national origin as 


‘a criterion for either discriminating 


against, or granting preferential treat- 
ment to any individual or group in 
the operation of the state’s system of 
public employment, public educa- 
tion or public contracting.” 

Only one of the CSU campuses, 
California Polytechnic University, 
San Luis Obispo would be affected 
by Prop. 209. It is the only campus in 
the system so compctitive it must use 
criteria beyond grades and test scores 
for student admissions. Cal Poly 
gives preference to African 
Americans and Latino applicants, 
but CSU officials have said they 
will drop such preference if the 
proposition passes.

CSUS President calls critics’ claims ‘nonsense’

In recent years there have been a lot 
of questions raised about the value of a 
college degree in general. We hear 
horror stories of the glut of degree 
holders competing for too few jobs or 


-graduate school spots. 


When the State Hornet pub- 
lished a column by one of its writ- 
ers last semester claiming that a 
degree from CSUS doesn’t get any 
respect from the academic world, 
especially the University of Cali- 
fornia system, letters from faculty 





and students poured in to the State 
Hornet for weeks, fueling an ongoing 
debate over the worth of an education 
from this school: 

Last week, the State Hornet asked 
CSUS President Donald Gerth to re- 
spond to this concern of students. 

Gerth, a University of Chicago 
graduate, has made his career in the 
CSUsystem, teaching political science 
at San Francisco State in 1958, then 
spending 12 years atChico State, where 
he eventually moved into an adminis- 
trative position. In 1984, Gerth was 
hired for his present position 
after serving as president at CSU 
Dominguez Hills. 


Regarding the academic repu- 
tation of a CSUS degree at other 
graduate schools, the president 
explained, “Graduate schools are 
competitive for everybody. It’s 
not just for Sac State graduates . . 

I don’t think it should surprise 
anybody that some of our graduates 
don’t get into the graduate school of 
their first choice. But our gradu- 
ates are in some of the finest 
graduate schools in the country. 
Because one single individual 
picked wherever to go and didn’t 
get in, so then there’s something 
wrong with the degree here, (the 
claim) is simply nonsense.”

Student charged with 
rape inthe residence halls 


Suspect allegedly forced himself upon drunk minor

On Sunday Sept. 1, the campus po- 
lice arrested an 18-year-old dorm resi- 
dent on suspicion of rape. 

According to the police report, the 
17-year-old female dorm resident who 
reported the rape, attended a party ata 
local fraternity. When, she said, she 
began to feel ill after consuming alco- 
hol, she asked an unknown male to 
drive her back to the dorms. Four other 
males attending the party also asked for 
a ride. 

The police report stated that after 
arriving at the residence halls, one of 
the males offered to help the dorm 
resident to her room. She said he used 
her keys to let them into the room. 

Still feelingill, the woman laid down 
on her bed, believing the suspect was 
going to leave. He then laid on top of 
her and fondled her. The woman said 
she then asked him to leave her alone. 
At that time, the suspect left, but re- 
turned after a few minutes and forced 
the victim to have sex with him. 

The police were contacted and 
based upon the woman’s-state- 
ment and evidence collected, the 
suspect was arrested and booked 
in the Sacramento County Jail on 
suspicion of having intercourse 
with a person under the age of 
eighteen and for raping an in- 
toxicated person. According to 
California Law, an act of inter- 


course with a person under the 
influence of alcohol is considered 
rape. The case has been forwarded to 
the Sacramento County District Attor- 
ney. 

In 1995, the Campus Police took six 
reports of forcible sex offenses, but 
Sexual assaults are one of the most 
unreported crimes in America today,” 
says Laura Bisset-Grady. 

Grady and Barbara Liberty-Vick of 
the Student Health Center supervise 
the Rape Prevention Education Pro- 
gram, which provides information and 
services to prevent sexual assault and 
to promote student safety. Students 
wishing further information regarding 
this program can call 278-5422. 

The center also provides primary 
medical and educational services as 
well as initial support and victim advo- 
cacy to anyone involved in sexual 
crimes. 

For further information or assis- 
tance, students can contact the Student 
Health Center at 278-6461 for general 
information and 278-6416 for psycho- 
logical services. Students can also 
contact the Women’s Resource Center 
at 278-7388. 

For those within the Sacramento 
community, there is a 24-hour organi- 
zation, Woman Escaping A Violent 
Environment (WEA VB), whichcan be 
reached at 920-2952. Each person is 
assigned an advocate, who worksclosely 
with the victim though the process. 
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Gerth also rebuffed any insinu- 
ation that CSUS is overshadowed 
by its neighboring university, UC 
Davis. 

“Tdon’tlive in anybody’s shadow,” 
he said, “and I don’t think (any student) 
should.” 

Explaining that UC system 
schools focus on research and 
graduate schooJs while CSU 
schools focus on teaching, Gerth 
recalled a conversation he had with 
a graduate student who transferred 
this year from a UC. The student, 
Gerth said, couldn’t believe the 
size of our classes, that they are so 
small by comparison.”

It’s been a quiet summer on the . 


section of the American River that bor- 
ders CSUS. 

Not only has there been no drown- 
ing or serious injuries but the Sacra- 
mento City fire department reports that 
they have only received two or three 
rescue assistance calls all summer. 

“Generally by this late in the sum- 
merwe’ve hadatleasttwo drownings,” 
says Captain David Clifton, one of the 
two captains in charge of Sacramento 
City Fire Station number eight. “But so 
far this year, we’ve had very little water 
incidents at all.” 

Station number eight, located on J 
Street next to the Scottish Rite Temple 
and across the street. from the main 
entrance to CSUS handles, rescue calls 
on the American River from the 16th 
Street bridge east to Watt Avenue. 

“Generally we don’t go cast past 
Watt Avenue because the County has a 
water rescue team, and they. go from 
Sunrise south,” Clifton said. 

“We had one search call where we 
go up and down the river searching for 
some guy,” Clifton said. “The guy was 
threatening suicide. So we're’ all out 
there onthe river,. The CHP helicopter, 
the Sacramento P.D., scouring all the 
little lagoons and islands back up in 
there. We come to find out this nut had 
been calling from his bedroom at his 
house and had never left the room. But 
other than this it has really been a quiet 
year.”

Lower Fees for 
Second Degrees 


University students seeking to 
upgrade their education by pursuing a 
second bachelor’s or master’s degree 
no longer have to pay substantially 
higher fees. Students taking more than 
three units now save up to half of what 
they had been paying before legislation 
governing those fees expired in August 
1996. 

Under past legislation, a full-time 
student taking 12 units while working 
on a second bachelor’s degree would 
pay $1,975 per semester. Since the 
legislation expired in August, that stu- 
dent: now pays $975 per semester. The 
so-called duplicate degree tuition leg- 
islation established by the Legislature 
in 1992 ended August 31, 1996. 

The original legislation imposed 
additional fees on students in 


California’ s public institutions of higher 
education who were seeking second 
bachelor’s degrees or second master’s 
degrees, as well as students who al- 
ready held a primary degree and were 
simply seeking courses toimprove their 
skills.

CCRI backers blast Northridge decision to host Duke

Gov. Pete Wilson and Ward 
Connerly, the Sacramento business- 
man who chairs the campaign for Propo- 
sition 209, the California Civil Rights 
Initiative, Friday decried a decision by 
the CSU Northridge Associated Stu- 
dents to host David Duke, a former Ku 
Klux Klan member and Republican 
candidate for the U.S. Senate in Loui- 
siana. 

Connerly, a University of Califor- 
nia regent who spearheaded the effort 
to end affirmative action programs in 
the UC system, asked the Northridge 
A.S. to rescind an invitation to Duke to 
participate in a debate on affirmative 
action on Sept, 25. Duke’s participa- 
tion was approved Tuesday by CSU 
Northridge’s A.S. Senate by a 12-11 
vote. He will be paid:$4,000 to speak 
at the debate. 

Connerly had offered to debate 
for free in place of Duke but refused 
to appear on campus with the one- 
time KKK Grand Wizard. His offer 
was rejected Thursday by the 
Northridge A.S. Connerly was dis- 


turbed by the decision. 

“Unfortunately, the students have 
decided to hear Duke’s warped and 
inflamed view of affirmative action, 
racial preferences and Proposition 209, 
instead of sponsoring areasoned, ratio- 
nal debate,” Connerly said.through a 
press release. 

Gov. Wilson also took time to de- 
nounce the Northridge Associated Stu- 
dents’ decision in comments made 
during the annual Sacramento Host 
Breakfast Friday morning. He said that 
the debate over Prop. 209 should be 
conducted responsibly. 

“(Duke) does notrepresent (the pro- 
209 committee). He does not, and to 
the contrary, we reject his entire his- 
tory,” Wilson said. 

Duke fired back ina statement, say- 
ing, “no reasonable person is going to 
suggest that David Duke brings discredit 
to the argument against affirmative ac- 
tion, or specifically, Proposition 209.” 

Duke ran unsuccessfully for gov- 
ernor of Louisiana against incum- 
bent Buddy Roemer in 1991 and for 
the U.S. Senate against incumbent J. 
Bennett Johnston in 1992. Johnston

has decided to retire at the close of 
this year’s session, and Duke is one 
of several GOP candidates who hope 
to replace him. Louisiana’s open 
primary is in October.

Legislature ends 1996 session with 
a last-minute flurry of legislation

Another session of the State Legis- 
lature came to a close around 2 a.m. on 
Sept. 1, punctuated by the usual late- 
nightmarathon scramble by both houses 
to get bills to the governor’s desk. Gov. 
Pete Wilson has until Sept. 30 to sign 
bills that passed the Legislature. 





Despite the bickering between the 
Republican-controlled Assembly and 
the Democrat-controlled Senate over 
various pieces of legislation, much was 
accomplished during the closing days 
of the session. 

The electrical power market was 
opened to competition, as the Legisla- 
ture pushed through a bill which would 
changeit from aregulated monopoly to 
asystem where some Californians could 
have the opportunity to change their 
electric utility company. California is 
the first state in the country, to deregu- 
late power companies to such a degree. 

Insurance commissioner Charles 
Quackenbush gained a personal vic- 
tory when the Legislature created the 
California Earthquake Authority, which 
will sell earthquake insurance policies 
tohomeowners. Private insurance com- 
panies have been unwilling to provide 
earthquake policies; the new CEA will 
lift that burden from them. 

The Legislature also passed what 
are intended to be deterrents for repeat 
sex criminals. Megan’s Law, named 
for one victim of a repeat offender, 
authorizes local law enforcement agen- 
cles to notify residents of a given area 
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The California Legislature’s work for the year is done. 


if a convicted sex offender moves into 
their area. It sets up a computerized 
system designed to track convicted sex 
criminals. In addition, the Legislature 
passed the first ever chemical castration 
law. The law, the first of its kind in the 
nation, mandates that repeat child mo- 
lesters must be given drugs that reduce 
hormone production in an attempt to 


‘reduce the possibility of future offenses. 


Many of the legislative proposals 
that fell by the wayside were products 
of the Republican-controlled Assem- 


bly, killed by Senate Democrats when 
they reached the upper house. Repub- 
lican proposals to lower personal and 
corporate income taxes 15 percent, 
outlaw recognition of gay marriages 
and allow law-abiding Californians to 
carry a concealed weapon all made it 
through the Assembly but failed to 
pass the Senate.

Marijuana measure may make a statement 


(AP) — In this age of politicians 
touting family values, the issue of 
legalized marijuana is still popping 
up in election campaigns. 

California voters will decide in 
November whether to legalize pot 
for medical purposes. In several 
states, candidates for various elec- 
tive offices are openly plugging pot 
as part of their platforms. ° 

“California could make a huge 
statement if it passes,” said Paul 
Armentano, spokesman for the Na- 


tional Organization for the Reform 


of Marijuana Laws, or NORML. 
“What happens there could have big 
impact in other states.” 

Proposals similar to the Califor- 
nia ballot measure have passed the 


state’s legislature twice, only to be 
vetoed by Gov. Pete Wilson. 
California’s ballot measure, 
Proposition 215, stresses medical is- 
sues. Among other things, propo- 
nents say marijuana eases the symp- 
toms of AIDS and glaucoma and 
improves appetite for cancer patients 
suffering through chemotherapy. 
Opponents say legalizing mari- 
juana would exacerbate drug abuse, 
especially among young people. 
“The danger is that kids get the 
message that drugs are no big deal,” 
said Leigh Leventhal of Partnership 
For a Drug-Free America, which op- 
poses the legalization of marijuana. 
Although 10 state legislatures, in- 
cluding California, have de- 


criminalized marijuana, meaning 
people can be fined but not impris- 
oned for possessing small amounts, 
legalization has not fared well on the 
ballot. 

California voters turned downapro- 
posal to legalize marijuana in 1974; 
that measure didn’t rest on medical 
reasons. 

Not everyone agrees that making 
marijuana an election issue in a few 
states is going to make any difference. 

“My gut sense is that this particular 
issue is looked at by much of the rest of 
the country as, ‘that’s California,” said 
David Ensign, of the Council of State 
Governments based in Lexington, Ky. 

“T don’t think, as an issue, this is 
going to resonate very far.”

Stock markets join fight against Prop. 211 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In an un- 
usual move, the nation’s stock ex- 
changes have spentmore than $500,000 
to defeat a California ballot initiative 
that would make it easier for investors 
to sue companies for securities fraud. 

Opponents say Proposition 211 
would reverse the impact, in California 
at least, of a federal law passed last 
December that limited such lawsuits. 

“We think what happens in Califor- 
nia will have national ramifications,” 
Arda Nazerian, spokeswoman for the 
American Stock Exchange,.said Fri- 
day. “It will serve as a model for other 
states.” 

The nation’s biggest stock market, 
the New York Stock Exchange, and the 
second biggest, Nasdaq Stock Market, 
each contributed $250,000 to defeat 
Prop.211,spokesmen for the exchanges 
said. In addition, the American Stock 
Exchange kicked in $20,000. 

A coalition of trial lawyers, labor, 
investor and senior citizen groups back- 
ing the initiative say out-of-state inter- 


' ests have financed about 70 percent of 


the $5.2 million raised to defeat Prop. 
BAe 

The stock markets rarely contrib- 
ute directly to political campaigns, 
but they say defeat of Prop. 211 is 
essential to the well-being of compa- 
nies listed on their markets and the 
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economy as a whole. 

“If enacted, this would decimate 
Silicon Valley,” said Nasdaq spokes- 
man Michael Robinson. 

Corporations fear the measure will 
make them more vulnerable to share- 
holder lawsuits, which rarely go to trial 
and are frequently settled out of court. 
High technology companies complain 
they’re targets of such suits, which are 
expensive to settle and drain money 
away from creating new jobs. 

But lawyers and investor groups 
reel off a number of notorious fraud 
cases involving high technology com- 
panies. Federal regulators, forexample, 
recently sued California-based Com- 
parator Systems Corp., accusing the 
company, formerly listed on Nasdaq, 
of misleading investors about its fi- 
nances and development of new fin- 
gerprint identification technology. 

The proposition would broaden 
California law to make it easier for 
individuals to sue for securities fraud 
and recover money looted from their 
retirement savings accounts. It also 
would prohibit the state legislature from 
changing laws concerning attorney-cli- 
ent fee arrangements. 

Prop. 211 wouldallow punitive dam- 
ages for securities fraud claims, which 
aren’t allowed under federal law, and 
make a number of other significant

changes to securities laws. The initia- 
tive is needed, proponents say, because 
Congress went too far last year in pass- 
ing a new securities reform law that 
makes it harder for investors to sue for 
stock fraud. 

“Congress left the states free to en- 
act special protections for retirement 
savings. That’s what Prop. 211 does,” 
said John Cuneo, a staff member of the 
campaign for the proposition. 

The initiative would change the law 
so outside corporate officers and direc- 
tors could be forced to pay in lawsuits 
if they’ re liable for frauds by the com- 
panies. Sucha provision would make it 
more difficult to retain and attract quali- 
fied executives to California-based 
corporations, said Robinson, the 
Nasdaq spokesman. 

Mark Gittenstein, a Washington at- 
torney opposing the measure, said the 


initiative is “a total detour around the . 


federal statute.” He said it is so broadly 
written that lawsuits could be brought 
in California courts against companies 
that aren’t even based in the state, sim- 
ply if a handful of California investors 
claim they were defrauded. 

Cuneo said that wasn’t true and said 
corporations should welcome the pro- 
posal since it would require anyone 
who files a frivolous lawsuit to pay the 
other side’s legal fees and expenses.

Volleyball plays in two tournaments

The season began for the Hornets in 
the University of the Pacific Invita- 
tional on August 30-31. CSUS won 
two of three matches sweeping San 
Jose State 15-6, 15-8, 15-6 on August 
30. Rafferty, in her first collegiate 
start, lead the team with 43 assists 
while committing just one error. Haas 
led all Hornets in kills with 23. 

In the second match on August 31, 
the hornets faced stiff competition from 
Oklahoma University. Thematch went 
five games before CSUS closed out 
OU, 9-15, 15-9, 15-4, 9-15 and 15-10. 
Rafferty again led the team in assists 
with 47, while Haas had 24 kills to lead 
the Hornets. 


In its third match and second of the’ 


day, CSUS collided with UOP and was 
swept 15-12, 15-10, 15-11. While the 
loss may have stung, Rafferty still had 
32 assists. Top hitter Haas was limited 
to nine kills by the UOP defense, but 
Buie chimed in with a team high 16 


kills. 

In the second tournament early in the 
season, the Hornets traveled to Hawaii to 
participate in the Aston’s Imua Wahine 
Challenge September 5-7. Santa Clara 
was CSUS first opponent and took the 
first game 15-11 before dropping the last 
three 15-11, 15-10 and 15-2. Haas led 
the Hornets with 27 kills and was joined 
by freshman outside hitter Angela 


Lewis who had 15 kills. Rafferty had 


60 assists. 

On Friday, CSUS squared off against 
the undefeated host team Hawaii (7-0), 
losing in four games 15-9, 15-2, 13-15, 
15-10. The Homets could not get it 
going, hitting for only .124, and commit- 
ting 32 hitting errors. Haas continued to 
lead the way with 28 kills and Rafferty 
had 50 assists but the errors allowed the 
Rainbows to dismiss them relatively 
easily. 

In the final game of the weekend on 
Saturday, CSUS sent the University of 
Rhode Island home empty-handed end- 
ing the match in three sets 15-12, 15-6, 


15-11 in just under an hour and 
ahalf. A more balanced attack led 
to a hitting percentage of .319 as 
Haas led with 16 kills and junior 

‘ Shannon Paylor had 15. Sopho- 
more led all hitters in percentage 
with .563 and 10 kills. 

Although the team is 4-2 early 
in the season, the play of the re- 
turneés has been solid, while 
Rafferty is showing her mettle in 
Division I play with 280 assists in 
six games averaging 46.6 assists 
per game. 

The next matches for the Hor- 
nets will be Sept. 13-14 at the 
Fresno State Invitational. On Sept. 
13, CSUS will meet Fresno State 
at 2:00 PM. Saturday Sept. 14, the 
Hornets will have a two match day 
first facing University of Califor- 
nia, Irvine at 2:00 p.m., then will 
meet FSU again to wrap up the 
tourney at7:00 p.m. The first home 
meet will be Sept. 20 against UOP 
at 7:00 p.m.
